Appoint a committee of management, 
Offer prizes for all classes of production

play of machinery, goods of all kinds, 
ete. Secure from cities the atendance 
of horse and cattle dealers—advertise 
this widely. Secure a lecturer on 
cheese and butter making. Secure the 
Masonic Hall, and fill it with exhibits, 
ete. In fact, pattern in a small way by 
the successful efforts cf the city of 
Toronto, and whatever the proceeds of 
the fair may be let go to reimburse the 
mene fund.

An Armour Plase that Shot Cannot 
lerce. 

The latest victory in the long drawn 
match between the gun and the armor 
plate has been scored in favor of armor. 
At Spezzia e German chilled steel armor 
plate, five feet nine inches in thickness, 
weighing 100 tons, was fixed against the 
face of the cliff and battered with chill- 
ed shot from the 100-ton gun. A 
thunderbolt weighing almost exactly a 
ton. was hurled against the 
face of the plate by the explosion of 
74 cwt. of powder without producing 
more than a slight indention and some 
trifling cracks. Three shots failed to 
any serious impression on the plate, 
which has thus come off victor in the 
struggle. It would seem that no shot 
yet invented will go through six feet 
of chilled steel.

ern lakes of this county from Government 
fish breeding establishments by Messrs. ©, 
Wilmot of the Newcastle fish hatchery, and 
Mr. Chas. Wilkins, the local fishery over- 
Seer ¢ 
** Last week Messrs. Wilkins and Wilmot 
deposited 250,000 fry—chiefly salmon trout, 
together with 5,000 speckled trout in the 
northern waters. Their journey was a very 
difficult and arduous one, but aa we described 
® similar trip which they made four years 
ago, it is unnecessary to repeat the description. 
Suffice is to say that it is necessary to travel 
with the utmost care ; to procure fresh water 
for the cans on the way, in order to keep the 
delicate little fish in life ; that the roads are 
generally very rough—so rough in one local- 
ity that it took four hours to travel twelve 
miles ; and that the black flies made many 
terrible assaults on the travellers. Their 
work was successfully done, however,in spite 
of all obstacles, and the fry were distributed 
in the following named waters : 
Wotiaston-—Street’s lake, 
lake, Pete's lake, Eagle lake, 
Limerick— Livingston lake. 
Fasapay—L’Amable lake, Waterhouso’s 
lake. 
Duncannon —Egan’s or Riddell’s lake, 
Besides these, 5000 speckled trout fry 
were placed in a stream on Riddell’s farm. 
While at L’Amable Mr. Wilmot caught a 
salmon trout weighing about 2 pounds. Ho 
feels quite confident that this is one of the 
fry deposited in L’Amable Lake 4 years ago 
by himself and Mr. Chas.

will not say anything of our ourney to this 
land, more than we experienced a very pleas- 
ant trip and br many attractive aghts. 
A on 4th November. 

On strolling out to view the city next morn- 
ing we theught is it ible we are in Cal. 
ifornia, three thousand miles from home! | 
cannot describe onr surprise at beholding the 
beds of flowers and roses along with all kinds 
of plants, clad in green, which scented the 
clear air of this beautiful November morning, 
also their neatly trimmed hedges, chiefly 
cypress, and the gateways arched with cypress 
covered with vines of flowers and roses. | 
will pase on to the beautiful collages and 
places of learning which are so handsomely 
located with everything attractive to entice 
a student to love school life. There are five 
different railroads running to this city, from 
the north and east,and also from Old Mexico, 
and on to the sea, making connections with 
steamers at Willmington, only twenty miles 
distent. We visited the Chinatown, where 
there are 5000 Chinese. This isa euri- 
osity, for you can see most everything im- 
aginable in Chinese costume which sells quick 
to thowe who never saw such things. Next 
morning we took the Santa Anna R. R. for 
Westminster, passing through a fine fruit and 
stock country for thirty miles. 
an idea of the fruit ranches: we passed 
through grape ranche owned by one man 
of 2,500 acres in one block. These grapes 
yield on an average two tons per acre, and 
sell from $25 to $40 perton. This is where 
our wine comes from, for this is a vine and 
wine land. I also passed through a raisin 
vineyard of 65 acres,and since then witnessed 
the mode of curing those fruite. J will only 
say, many of your readers would not be so 
fond of such fruit if they knew the process 
they go thro I cannot say how many 
Chinamen there are in California, but they 
send home to China daily $150,000. They 
live ao cheap—rice being their chief food— 
and work so cheap, and make no improve- 
mente, that the white man is left idle. The 
government has taken stepa to send them 
m the western shores of America, as no 
doubt your readers have seen accourlty to that 
effect. I was not long in Westminster before 
Ifelt curious to see the mighty Pacific, being 
only four miles distant, where we could hear 
it roar at night. I hired a saddle horse and 
started, n after I left the vil- 
lage I passed through a huge sheep ranche, 
rinning to the sea, saw one band herded by 
« horseman and his ten dogs. This man has 
50,000 head of sheep. It is a grand sight to 
see a herd of eight or ten thousand grazing 
onaslope.

2: 46; pa | yet ae were Christians without 
having ever applied their indiyidual reason 
to the interpreting of the Bible. They were, 
in fact, Christians wi the Bible st all, 
bat wolely by the tesening of the Church 
which Christ had left in piace of Himself,and 
whose ministry is identical with that of 
Christ. St. Iraenens, in the second century, 
= of Christians in Germany, amongst 
e Sarmatians, ete,, affirms “that thes had 
not the Scriptures in their possession.” Du- 
ring the Middle Ages, it was customary to 
haye extracts from the Bible read in the 
churches, and commented Upon, as is still 
the practice to the present day. But this is 
different altogether from believing that each 
person had his Bible, read it, and interpreted 
it according to his own private judgment. 
We are accustomed to have books at a very 
moderate outlay, and hence we are often led 
to fancy that it was the same thing before 
the invention of printing,in the 15th century 
We should remember that there were very 
few in them -days rich endugh to have tven 
extracts from the Sacred Volume, as at that _ 
time everything had to be hand-copied by 
those Monks, the Protestants of to-day take 
such delight in vilifying.. Su poring it 
were possible that every man his own 
Bible, how many were in a sate to profit by 
it, and interpret it ? Learning in those days 
wae not so generally diffused as at present.

(Continued from last week.) 
On the 6th of January, a party of six started 
for the Roundhead Springs, in the mountains 
some twenty miles distant. We 
through Coulton, also Sonbernardino. The 
latter ts an old Spanish town,rather odd from 
its ancient appearance—low one-story build- 
ings with flat roofs. It is very hot here in 
midsummer, being surrounded by mountains. 
It was noon when we reached the spring, and 
we ate dinner at the mouth of the large can- 
on,which penctrates the mountains for miles, 
not ten feet wide in some places. Afver eat- 
ing dinner by the lovely brook of cold water, 
shaded by many palm and sycamore trees 
wing along its banks, we all cut our names, 
y and date on those trees. Indeed they 
were not the first names—hundreds were 
carved there years ago, as far back as 1860, 
from all the States in America, British Isles, 
Germany, Prussia, Italy and France, and a 
few from Canads. Thien we visited the place 
of resort. It is a fine hotel,three stories high, 
with two verandahs running around the 
building. It is magnificently furnished and 
had twenty-five boarders who paid from $8 
to $12 a week for board and room. Close 
by ie th bath house. The Turkish baths are 
taken in warm mud, for rheumatiem. I saw 
a poor fellow crawling out to take his bath, 
who had no use of his legs or one arm. = In 
one of those springs they could boil, and not 
thirty feet away is a pure cold water spring. 
Just above those springs on the side of the 
mountain is a huge arrow imprinted on the 
rock, or a lighter color than the mountain, 50 
feet high and 15 feet wide at the swell of the 
arrow. It is visible twenty miles distant. 
They farm quite extensively here, chiefly 
barley, some wheat, and Alfolfa hay, which 
on a good season will afford on an ave 
from one to three tons per acre. The water 
in the Artesian wells come from the moun- 
tains, giving it a flow to the surface a stream 
of six inches. I am now in Majona desert 
on the banks of the above river. The Cali- 
fornia Southern runs close by, and coming 
rp che summit of the mountain the grade is 
160 feet to the mile, The scenery is beauti- 
ful, flowers all in bloom, and in distance 
is the lofty old Baldy mountain, 10,000 
feet above the sea, covered with snow the 
year round. You can notice a change as goon 
as you cross this summit and go down over 
this large desert to the river, the air being 
== no fog. There is* but little rain 
ere in summer, but considerable in winter. 
This is not a real desert, for it is covered 
with cacto and juniper trees which are some- 
what similar to our cedar, and the right size 
for fence posts. A company in Los Angeles 
owng 30,000 acres here in one block. This 
summer they bought a water right for $25000 
and it will cost $60,000 more to run their 
ditch for 25 miles, so you can see it is far 
from being desert land. It is bound to be a 
great vine and fruit country. There are 
thousands of acres more to be had under the 
desert act, or homestead. There two small 
places starting up along the river, one 1s 
Victor, the other Oregranda, where a ten 
stamp crusher is idle, but is to be opened at 
once. There are some good silver-mines not 
faraway. Over the river is Mr. S. Rodgers, 
owner of a large goat ranche, which is said to 
be yery profitable stock. Just up the river 
is Mr. James Brown, who has a fine ranche 
for cattle and horses. Last fall he sold to 
one cattle buyer alone $25,000 worth of beef, 
besides his sale of horses—remember he never 
fed those cattle neither hiay or n. His 
only expense was a couple of cowboys to herd 
and brand his cattle. Many stop here for 
« health resort. If any of your readers should 
be so unfortunate as to lose their health and 
come to this country, they could not do bet- 
ter than to try this Majona river instead of 
running in some foggy town. There is plenty 
of game here, such as rabbits, jacks, doves, 
quails, &c., also deer. The grizzly bear, cat- 
amont, California lion, and rattlesnake, are 
also plentiful. I might just say I have been 
grently benefited in health since I came to 
this sunny land. Perhaps at some future 
time I may give a fuller description of this 
country, and probably be able to make it 
interesting to your readers. Thanking you, 
Mr. Editor, for your valuable space, if you

Another very 
great cause of error and division amongst 
those whose rule of Faith is ‘‘the Bible alone”’ 
is the numerous prejudices brought to the 
reading of the Scriptures. The majority do 
not read their Bibles, after throwing aside 
all preconceived ideas, and in order to find 
out what God has really revealed, but only to 
find there the doctrines with which they have 
been imbubed from infacy, and they always 
find them there. Children, brought up in 
Presbyterianism, going through the Bible 
with their inherited prejudices, will almost 
infallibly fancy, they discover in it, all the 
doctrines of their Sect. It will be the same 
thing with the Quakers, Methodists, Baptiats, 
Skakets, Campbellites, etc., and thus the 
God of sll truth will be made to say the 
most contradictory, and abeurd things. Once 
more is it not the height of absuraity, to 
think for a moment that Christ could possib- 
ly have left his doctrines to such a rule of 
sith ‘as the Bible alone,”’ since if He so 
left them, He ony left thema prey to. 
Auman disputes, and to the perversity, and 
feebleness of poor weak human reason. Let 
any man read the history of Christianity for 
the past 1900 years, and he will find that 
every monstrous heresy which has distracted 
the church, arove from a false interpretation 
of the Bible. This mace the great St, Augus- 
tine say, ** Heresies have had no other origin 
than the Scriptures, which, although good in 
themselves, are not well understood ’’ (Tract 
18 in Joan). The Theologian Eck recognized 
the same truth when he said to the unfortun- 
ate Luther, *‘ Martin, none of the heresies 
which have rent the charch have sprong 
from aught, but the interpretation of the 
Scriptures. The Bible is the arsenal, whence 
each innovator has drawn his arguments ”’ 
(Audin, Life of Luther Vol. 1c. 20). If the 
world should subsist a long time,says Luther, 
‘with all these different interpretations which 
are given of Scripture, no other means of pfe- 
serving Unity would remain to us than re- 
ceiving the decrees of the Councils,and taking 
refuge in their authority. Nothing throws 
so much discredit on our Gospel, as our own 
intestine discord. We know well enough 
whom to avoid, but not whom to follow” 
(Charvay 2-9. 11). It is of great importance, 
wrotg Valvin to Melancthon, ‘that future 
ages should have no suspicion of the divisions 
which reign amongst us, for it is more redic- 
ulousthancan be imagined, that having 
broken with every one else,we agree so badly 
among ourselves from the very commencement 
of our Reformation '’ (See Charvey, 2, 9, 11). 
In one word it is plain to every one that the 
hundreds of differeut contradictory Sects in 
the Protestant world maintain that the ex- 
travagent ideas which form éheir creed (when 
they have one) are to be found in the Bible, 
and every day we see this large namber of 
sects increased, by sowe new interpretation 
of some Bibical text. This Babel of opinions 
and systems, so far from diminishing has gone 
on increasing, and must fatally result‘Sn in. 
dividualism. From individualism to the 
complete destruction of all supernatural re- 
ligion, there is but a step, and that step is 
datly taken Ly many of the most scientific, 
and cultured Protestant minds. From what 
I have written on the present subject, before 
an intelligent public,! justly claim the right 
to draw this legitmate conclasion — 
Christ cannot possibly have given the Holy 
Scxiptures,as left to the free interpretation of 
each individual, as a rule of Faith t men. 
let ovo this rule of Faith Sgro Aes im- 
possible, materially imprati great- 
er number of men, and at all periods. 2nd 
because even cultivated minds are not capeble 
of deducing from it dogmatic truths which 
are the basis of christianity.
